After seven and a half years* serv­ 
ice in the most isolated dependency 
of the empire, Colonel Callaway, the 
governor of-St. Helena, has gone to 
England for a short holiday. At the 
same time he is anxious to arouse 
the interest of Englishmen in his 
island, which has steadily declined in 
prosperity since the opening of the 
Suez Canal, but which, in a naval 
hsvoiqqa dltw yr 
, 
, ., 
., 
, 
*>r Judge 7th District fTwo to Elect! 
blockade of the canal, 
wou]d at once become vitally impor­ 
tant to the empire. 
I can warmly 
recommend 
St. 
Helena for nervous people,” said Col­ 
onel Gallwey. “There are no motor 
cars, no thunderstorms, no earth 
quakes, no logs, and no snakes. 
Colonel Gallwey, who had a most 
distinguishel career as a soldier, and 
afterward in service under the for­ 
eign and colonial offices in West Afri. 
ca, speaks indeed, very highly of St 
Helena—as a residence. 
It is not a bare rock," he said. “It 
is, indeed, only forty-seven square 
miles in area, but there are ideal 
spots on this much-misrepresented is­ 
land, and the climate is really perfect, 
thanks perhaps to the southeasterly 
trade winds. The death rate is prob­ 
ably the lowest on record. Six per- 
thousand, after all, beats Hornsey. 
From the anchorage the island has 
perhaps a somewhat austee appear­ 
ance, but its highlands are truly 
beautiful.” 
“But,” I added, “There are no thea­ 
tres, no concerts, no libraries, no mu­ 
seums, no 
” 
The colonel interrupted me. “You 
are going to say that life in St. Hel­ 
ena must be unspeakably dull. It is 
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certain not lively. I admit, of course, 
that I know every single blade of 
grass on the island, while the facet 
ot the 3,500 inhabitants are becoming 
somewhat familiar, after my seven 
and a half years’ sojourn. But I have 
my duties and even my recreations. 
There is the routine work of the new 
industries, among other items, and I 
am also the chief justice.” 
Fell 
about your recreations,” I 
said, and to my surprise Col. Gallwey 
replied: “We have plenty. There is 
excellent pheasant 
and 
partridge 
shooting. We have a 
9-hole 
golf 
course, horses Tor riding and driving. 
tennis courts, and the islanders are 
keen and good cricketers. 
Every 
month a Union Castle liner brings us 
a budget of newspapers, and the only 
ti^uble is that the most recent one 
Is always seventeen days old. But we 
received every day a Reuter message 
giving in briew* the most important 
news of the whole world. I may add 
that St. Helena boasts a local Jour 
nal, the Guardian. From time to time 
we have a visit from British warships 
for our admirals know what good 
such visits do to the islanders. I need 
hardly say that whoever lands on th 
island flies to Longwood, where the 
vanquished Waterloo resided and was 
buried. Almost nothing remains but 
the house itself.” he said. “It is part­ 
ly stone and partly wood, a simple 
one-storied 
bungalow, 
which 
looks 
very much like a humble farm build­ 
ing. in Napoleons’s days there were 
trees around it, but now the place is 
bare. There is not a stick of furni­ 
ture in the whole house. His bedroom 
contains a good bust of bim, but at 
government hosue we have a few rel­ 
ics, including a bookcase, a cabinet 
and the famous billiard table of Na­ 
poleon. For one year this table was 
at Longwood. Napoleon used to play 
billiards with his hands and twist the 
balls about nervously. At the end of 
twelve months he became so tired of 
the game that he had the table sent 
back to his ‘gaolr.’ The billiard room 
became a map room, and for hours 
at a time, with little flags in his 
hand, Napoleon used to refight his 
victories . . . and 
Waterloo!” 
St. Helena knows no color feeling: 
the people are a happy-go-lucky, cher- 
ful crew. Ever since the opening of 
the Suez Canal for sailing vessels 
the colony has been growing poorer 
and poorer. Sixty ships enter James­ 
town harbor each year, as compared 
with one thousand in the old days. 
The withdrawal of the garrison a few 
years since was the final blow. 
How do the people live?” I asked. 
‘There are three industries. Fiber 
growing and weaving—a fiber which 
is used with manila for making rope: 
S-t. Helena is the only place, barring 
New Zealand, which exports this a r - 1 Rich, liquor, 
tide. .Mackerel curing gives work to 
many; it was introduced by the gen­ 
erosity of A. Mosely, C. M. G. Finally, 
there is lace making, which is just 
being developed, under the direction 
of Miss Gird wood, the manager of the 
government laov school. 
St. Helena 
laces, according to the report of the 
chief experts, compare most favorably 
with any. The progress made in this 
industry is in no little measure due 
to the interest taken therein by Mrs. 
Ord Marshall of the League of the Em 
Pi re an<l ber colleagues. What we most 
require is capital, for I have great 
hopes of the rising generation and of 
the industries now established.” 
T love the place, its people and its 
historical associations. Besides, one 
must not leave a sinking ship. Also, 
one should remember that in the 
event of the Suez canal bing blocked 
in time of war St. Helena would at 
once become a place of vast import­ 
ance to -the empire.” 
It was, indeed, moving to watch the 
manifest anxiety of the island’s pres­ 
ent governor lest St. Helena, which is 
so great a landmark in history, and 
which has so deserving a population, 
should sink into poverty and decay. 
Colonel Gallwey may be relied upon 
to prevent such a possibility by all 
the means at bis disposal, but his 
noble aim cannot be 
successfully 
achieved without the interest and as­ 
sistance of sympathetic and practical 
men in the mottler country.

He report­ 
ed to Girard, all unconscious

“Make 
me a barrel,” commanded the old 
gentleman. The barrel was made. He 
examined it carefully and pronounced 
well made indeed, and asked its val­ 
ue. He was told that <it was worth 
fifty cents. Without a word he wrote 
a check for $50,000 remarking as he 
did so that now since his nephew 
had a good trade to fall back 
in case 
was not afraid to risk, him 
enough to make a start in life. 
How ever, great ideas are sometimes 
slow in permeating the mind of the 
general public, rt is only a few years 
since manual training has been in­ 
troduced in the public schools of the 
United States, but once started it has 
become universal, rt is recognized 
that the world is in need of men with 
hands as well as brains trained, and 
that this training doubles the value 
of education. Furthermore, the inter­ 
est taken in manual training work 
by the pupils is in itself an inspira­ 
tion.
